The Synodica] Executive Committee met three times in 
sion since the Synodical Convention. The ad-interim business of Synod 
was prayerfully considered, and acted upon, and regular and special 
cata were heard from the President, Treasurer, and other elected | 
and appointed officials. 


Actions of the Committee | 


Detailed reports of the Committee meetings are on file, and havb 
been sent to pastors and published in digest form in the Kansas | Synod 
Iutheran. The following is an outline of actions taken: | 

Meeting of June 19, 1950—Announcement was made of formal ol. 
eeption of Good Shepherd congregation, Washington, Kansas, on June 
18. Dates for the Stewardship Workshop were announced to be October 
138 and 14. The bid of the Gazette Printers, of Emporia, Kansas, was 
acapted for publishing of the Kansas Synod Lutheran. Resolutions . 
were adopted authorizing the Executive committee: (1) To purchase 
lots in Johnson County, Kansas, for church parsonage; (2) Tp apply 
for a loan of $10,600 from the Board of American Missions toward con- 
struction of a parsonage. A poll of pastors by the President was au- 
thorized, to guide the Synod Mérger Committee in nezotiations with 
the Nebraska and Midwest Synods. The invitation of Bethlehem Luth- 
eran Church, Wakeeney, for the 1951 Convention of Synod, was accepted. 

Meeting of September 18-19, 1950—Southern and Western Confer- 
ences were allowed $15 each to finance conference speakers. A resolu- 
tion was adozted, noting the failure of the nominating committee of the 
U.L.C.A. to name any Kansas Synod man to the Boards of Agencies 
of the Church. An escrow agreement covering both lots purchased for 
the Johnson County mission was authorized, and a Resolution passed 
covering the entire amount of $17,500; the previous Resolution was 
thereby rescinded. A second Resolution was passed authorizing the 
Executive Committee to borrow $10,000 from the Roard of American . 
Missions for purchase of parsonage, Johnson County mission. | A third | 
Resolution authorized the Executive Committe to purchase specified 
property, in Johnson County, and to borrow $8,000 from the Johnson 
County National Bank and Trust Company of Prairie Village, Kansas. 
The Executive C ommittee approved advancement from Synodical funds 
of $10,000, until the amount was forthcoming from the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions. Chairman George Eller reported on Camp Wa-Shun-Ga a 
for 1950 season, and Chairman Richard Albert on Lutheran Youth 
Camps.

Fifteen groups used the facilities of camp ‘during the 1950 season. 
There were 1861 registered campers during the summer, Some groups 
were smaller this season and other were larger, The total for the year 
remains just about the same As the past year. The largest group 
brought in 161 campers and the smallest group totaled 60. 


We are asked this year to ‘make mention of the concessions made 
to our own groups to use the camp. We made a flat charge of $1.35 per 
camper per day to our own groups regardless of the size of the group. 
Other groups of the same size as ours pay $1. 85 per camper per day. We 
charged a flat rate of .75 per day for leaders, while groups of the same 
size pay $1.85 per day. This season the concession amounted to $319.50 
for the Junior Camp, $304.50 for the Intermediate Camp, $250.50 for 
the Luther League Camp, and $120.60 for the League Hoare ntion. The 


total amount of the concession was $995.10. | 


Improvements about the camp for the season were, new water 
pump for the water system, one new power mower, 180 mattresses reno- 
vated and re-covered, new work table in the kitchen and a new 60 
foot electric refrigerator. Many of the roofs had to be renewed, some 
with new roofing, others were coated with tar. |

Pursuant to instructions, we bdnducted an examination of the cash 
accounts of John W. Carr, Treasurer, for the period January 6, 1950 to 
January 5, 1951, and herewith present our report subject to the verifi- 
cations herein contained. 

Bank balances were reconciled as January 5, 1951, with statements 
received direct from the depository. 

Receipts were accepted as stated, no attempt being made at verifi- 
tation from the various sources. Remittance letters, presented for in- 
spection were totalled and were found to agree with totals reported. 
Test checks were made in considerable percentage to receipts as posted 
to determine correctness of reporting. Bank deposits, as appearing on 
bank balance sheets, were reconciled to reported receipts.

Trinity, Kansas City, Kansas, Rev. W. W. Alexander, 
Beginning January 1, 1951, Trinity attains the status of self sup- 
port as to salary aid. During the past year, new gas furnaces were in- 
stalled in the Church and Parsonage.

Trinity faces the future in confidence knowing that the past years have 
tested her worth. Both congregation and pastor appreciate the aid of 
the Women’s Missionary Society of the United Lutheran Church through 
salary aid. They also appreciate the aid and grants to the congrega- 
tion during the past from other sources. | 


Kent Memorial, ‘Hurricane Deck, Versailles, Mo. | 


A survey of this field was made by Pastor Search during the ssonth 
of August. The results were encouraging. However, they were not 
strong enough for the Division of Survey and Research to approve the 
field for occupancy. Your Home Missions Committee decided to proceed 
without aid of the Board of American Missions. On September 28, your 


Chairman met with the people of the area and a temporary organization 


was effected. In October, the first call of Mission $10 Club funds was 
made for Kent Memorial. In November, the people of the area made a 
drive for funds to build a Church and the Committee approved the 
plans. At this writing they have received pledges of labor and cash in 
the amount of $4700, the pledges coming from the heads of 61 families. 
These funds together with the Missions $10 Club will enable them to 


build a church 24x80 feet, finished in native oak inside and 
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stone outside, to seat at least 150 persons, and only borrow $5000. The 
building is in progress. At this writing the basement walls are in and 

work has started on the superstructure. Synod will hold title to the 
property until the Congregation is organized and incorporated. It looks 
as though we will have a fully organized congregation of over 100 mem- 
bers before the end of this year. This “venture of faith” would not 
have been possible without the Mission $10 Club.

stalled, new equipment in the kitchen and the floors covered with tile.. 
They are taking a reduction in salary aid this year and will be self sup- 
porting in 1952.

The 
Convention will begin at 4:00 p.m. There’l] be a banquet, camp style, at 
6:00 p.m. We plan have an outstandimz speaker in addition to 
music and worthwhile reports at the afternoon and evening programs. 
By the way, the banquet tickets will only cost approximately 50 cents, 
but Pastor Search says it will be a very good meal; even as good as the 
one Pastor Eller served to us last year, and that meal was out of this 


world. 
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This is the only Synodica] get-together for the men ahd we would 
like to have laymen from every church of ‘Synod, whether you have a 
Brotherhood or not. We would like to ask all you pastors to help by 
encouraging the men and coming yourselves. We had a fine response 
last year and I am hoping it wil] be even larger this year. Another 
way you pastors can help is to pray that it does not fain that day, for 
most of you know how that road into the camp is when it rains. 

Another project we have held before us is the development of 
Brotherhood work in the local churches. We would like to encourage 
you pastors and lay delegates to work harder to devélop the Brother- — 
hoods further in the local churches. Many Brotherhoods do not repre 
sent enough of the men of the church.

Report of the Trustees of Tabitha Home 


The Christians of many conta rejoiced and sang, * “Praise God 
from Whom All Blessing Flow.” and we, the members of the Board of 
Tabitha Home, join in that hymn of praise. God has been good and 
merciful, and we are grateful to Him for His gracious care. In the 
year 1950 we have been overwhelmed by His goodness and generous care. 

We are ,rateful for the loyal support of the different Synods of 
our Church have ziven us. Individuals and congregations. -of our United 
Lutheran Church were back of us with their prayers and gifts, and we 
want to use this opportunity to express our sispersat gratitude for their 


and generosity. 
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We are sorry that we are not yet able to report that a new super- 
intendent has taken over the office which was left vacant by the resig- 
nation of Dr. Ebright. Quite a number, in fact about one dozen, have 
been approached or called, but after some weeks or months of consid- 
eration, these men always felt that they could not leave their congre- 
gation or field of work. ‘We are still in contact with others, and hope 
and pray that God will send the right person, whom He has chosen, to 
this important work of our Chur}. So far Pastor Koolen has filled the 
place of acting director. | : 
| Aged bepartment 

In 1950, 103 aged guests were served in our New Tabitha eles 
Building. Of these 65 were women, and 38 men. There were 70 guests 
at the beginning of 1950, and 38 were received. Six were dismissed 
and 18 were taken by death. Of the tota] 103 served, 80 were Lutheran; 
23 were non-Lutheran. Eighteen gave their address as Lincoln, and 
61 were from outside Lincoln or Lancaster County. Of the total served, 
27 received Old Age Assistance and 76 were either here on contract, paid 
own care, or were earning part of their care. There were a number 
who were charity cases. At the close of 1950, we have 79 guests, two 
of whom are Displaced persons; 2h) men and 50 women. 


Children’s Department 


In the Children’s Department at the beginning of 1950 ths ré were 33 
children in the Home with three out in private homes. Of the 33 within 
the Home, 18 were boys and 15 girls, representing 14 families. Nine 
children were received, making a total of 45 children from 21 families 
served during the year. Six children were received for temporary care 
over a few months. During 1950, 19 children were dismissed as fol- 
lows: One went into an adoptive home; five were returned to their par- 
ent’s homes by court order; two returned to their mother’s care; five 
who were under custody of the Lutheran Children’s Home Society «cre 
transferred to their children’s home at Fremont after schoo] ¢losed in 
June; four under temporary care returned to their parents; one D. P. 
youth was placed under his mother’s supervision as he is above our aze 
group, and working part-time. Five of our children have become wards 
of the Stdte, but remain under our care at the Home until they are 
placed by state workers into private homes. One of these children has 
been placed into a boarding home. One of the older girls who was 
returned to her mother, was given very intensive case work service dur- 
ing the 9 months she was at the Homé, as she needed much help to adjust 
bo group living. She received Orthopedic Hospital treatment, Psy- 
chiatric tests and Psychological tests, electroencephalogram readings, 
complete physical tests and what other remedial service we could obtain, 
the expense of whieh her home county paid. 

All of the children at the Home have received regular case work 
serviees during the year, and all under the age of 13 have received 
Psychological tests through the Graduate Department of Psychology of 
the University. Three of Tabitha’s children have been in free boarding 
homes for over three years but have not been adopted. Of the 45 chil- 
_ dren cared for at Tabitha, 40 w Lutheran, or baptized Lutheran 
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shortly after entering the Home. Of the five non-Lutheran children, 
four received only temporary care and the other will be baptized at 
Easter time. Of the total served, 33 were from outside Lincoln and 
Lancaster County, and 12 were from Lincgin 

Much case work service was renderes — inquiring families and 


children who did not affiliate with the Hot Over 50 direct requests 


were taken care of. Of these, nine were acbedtll nine were given 
incidéntal and informational service; 32 were referred to other agencies 
because they were of adoptive requests, or for care for older or younger 
children than Tabitha’s scope of service. Many letters in answer to 
inquiries from both Lutheran and non-Lutheran families were written. 
We have coopérated with our Lutheran Welfare Agencies as well as 
with our state and local private agencies. The Case Worker has re- 
ceived supervision throughout most of the year from the Supervisor 
of the Lutheran Welfare Council of Nebraska. She has regularly at- 
tended meetings of the Family and Child Care Divisions of this Council 
and the local Agencies as well as special meetings called by the State 


Department on Child Welfare standards, Court hearings, and such other | 


meetings as pertain to the well-being of our children. 

At the present: time we have room for 13 girls and six boys in our 
Children’s Homes. Although our present number of children under care 
is comparatively small, such is the case in all of our private and state 
Child-Caring and Child Placing Agencies during the past months. 

The Tabitha Farm 

The total income from livestock, poultry, milk and grain was $4,- 
143.50, plus the increase of the inventory of $1,796.50, making a gross 
profit of $5,950. We had an expense of $1,746.63 which leaves a net 
operating profit of $4,192.37, which can be called very good, and for 
which we are grateful to God who gave the increase, and to the faithful 
work of our tenant, Mr. Carl Ossenkop. This year all indications are 
that we can expect a good crop of young pigs which will mean much 
meat for the Home, and therefore a | paving in these days of the 
rising cost of living. | 

Our Helpers | 

The members of our staff have given faithful frokt sometimes with 
great sacrifice of themselves. Some left us, because of marriage, others 
because of health; but we could always replace them, and the work 


went on without serious interruption. 7 
Miss-Ruth Peters, our efficient and faithful office secretary, has 


resigned. She will be married to the Rev. Mr. Fred Ollendorf, one of 
our Midwest Synod Pastors. May God bless her with much happiness, 
which she so richly deserves.

Our Grounds 

Since the new building had been completed much Iwork had to be 
done on our grounds. The old building had to be torn down, and the 
debris removed. The excavation had to be filled, and the whole grounds 


surveyed. Forty to fifty trees had to be removed ; pavement and sidewam 


& 
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walks built; much landscaping had to be done, and the sodding of the 
new lawns had to be finished. The children’s dormitories needed much 
repairs, especially the boys’ building, but by the Grace of God, and the 
wonderful support of our congregations, it all could be done and could 
be paid for. 

General Fund | | 

At the time this report was written the auditor’s aie was not 
ready. Therefore, it may differ in certain figures with his report, be- 
cause of certain funds which were transferred from one fund to the 
other, the figures of these transactions are in his possession unti) his 
report is ready, and therefore not available to us at the present time. 
But the following figures are all correct, of this you can be assured. — 

Our general fund income for the year 1950 amounted to $75,159.33. 
This exceeded the 1949 receipts by $20,348.49. Voluntary contributions 
in 1950 were $13,767.31. Income from Synods, $13,272.87. Community 
Chest $4,703. All our expenditures for 195@ were $70,113. 21, _Teaving 
a balance of $5,046.12, and all improvements paid for. 

At one time we had to take $4,000 out of our Emergency = De- 
preciation Fund, but this money has been replaced. The Community 
Chest of Lincoln will in 1951 support the Home with the sum of $6,000, 
or $1,300 more than last year. | 


Building Fund 

We had still an indebtedness of $9,600 on the new building but 
through the kindness and generosity of an anonymous donor we received 
ten thousand dollars as a Christmas gift to pay for for that indebted- 
ness. But we still owed the architect $1,481.69, but a donation of $1,000, 
which will come to us, will also make the payment of that bill possible, 
so that Tabitha wil] be completely debt free. 

Surely this has been a wonderful year of grace to the Home, and 
by God’s kindness we can look confidently into the future. | 

We are grateful to the members of the Synod for their gracious 
and generous contributions, and hope and pray that also in the future 
you will give our work of Mercy your prayers and loyal support. |

Committee on Foreign Missions 


There is a true missionary spirit manifest in the Synod, ‘for the 
work at home and abroad. Most of the churches realize that missions 
is the life blood of the church. The work of the women of our Synod 
in the missionary movement rates high in the U.L.C.A. 

Good reports can be made from our foreign fields of labor. All 
made their contribution, with the exception of China. There the work 
is all but closed, funds frozen, and missionaries ordered evacuated. We 
have two missionaries in our field in Shantung, having stayed on their 
own insistence, and now unlikely that they can return to the United 
States. Miss Clara Sullivan and Rev. David Mackensen need our 
prayers. The greatest number of missionaries of al] churches have been 
sent to Japan. A serious effort is has made to seize the shor oppor- 
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tunity afforded the church there. Our U. L.C,A. has tele sending a fine 
group of new recruits into the foreign fields. Many more are needed. 

Miss Mae Rohlfs, formerly of China, spoke in a few of our churches, 
her itinerary being cut short by unfortunate illness. Miss Helene Har- 
der of Japan is spending some of her brief furlough on our Middle West 
territory, visiting her parents. We nape it will be possible for her to 
speak for some of our churches. | 

There was no appeal for funds daring dpiphany, | 1950, due to the 
CHEY appeal. The emphasis was placed on missionary education thru 
the church schools, in cooperation with the Parish and Church School 
Board. It is the hope of the Committee that our churches used the 
record, “Your Liberia Doctor Speaking,” together with the picture- 
strip furnished free by the Board of Foreign Missions. All church 
schools should take an offering for our Phoebe Hospital to be built in 
Liberia. We have a special interest in Liberia, since Roland Payne 
is being assisted in his education by some friends in the Kansas Synod. 
If the way is fully opened he hopes to ow to his people as a doctor 
of medicine. 

Your chairman was elected a seiniiael of Lhe Board of Foreign 
Missions by the U.L.C.A. Convention in Des Moines, and has the honor 
te represent Synod in that work.;| /|-T. Benton Peery. 
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‘Report of the Commitee On ‘Social Missions 


' The Board of Social Missions is conducting a school on “Marriage 
and Family Life” on the campus of Wittenberg College, June 18-22. 
There has been great concern expressed over the problems of present- 
day American family life. There is a erying need in the Church for 
some clear thinking on the subject and what the Church can do to help 


this situation. 


At the Wittenberg school, men of national reputation, authorities 


in the field of marriage and family life, will present their thoughts and 
conclusions on this matter to leaders and representatives from all over 
the Church. This school will be a real blessing to the Christian family 
life of our Church, if the Synods will take advantage of it. 

As to representation and cost, the Board of Social Missions asks 
each Synod to send representatives or delegates, and pay the expense 
of travel and meals. Meals will be served at the College at the cost of 
$10.00 for the four days. Rooms for delegates will be provided free of 
charge by the Board and Wittenberg College,

Unfortunately Midland finds! herself in a serious financial plicht 


which is characteristic of most colleges today. Due to the steady decline - 


in enrollment and the soaring cost of all commodities, involving salary 


increases for our staff (and most of our employees are still underpaid), — : 


it is becoming increasingly difficult to balance our budget. Even under 
the most austere economy the deficit last year was $11,890.15. In spite 
of drastic measures of economy it appears that we shall have a sizeable 
operationa) loss again this year. This is unavoidable. 


At a special meeting held on January 24 and 26 this year the Board 


of Trustees carefully went over all of the many items of the budget 
for the school year 1951-52. The Board scrutinized and pared wherever 


possible (even eliminating a number of staff members), but it could | 


not and did not cut the budget to such an extent that our beloved college 
could sink to the level of a second rate school. It approved a minimum 
budget which, however, still involves a deficit of approximately $54,000. 
The Board felt it had to give our college the means to do its God-given

telephone and telegraph, such expenses being absorbed by im. John’s 
| Church and the Pastor at Salina. 

i While on occasion we sense a feeling that merely ean a fellow 
is a ministeria] student he is entitled to an automatic grant regardless 
of need, yet the students with whom we have had financial dealings 
possess a wholesome spirit. We are of the opinion that our beneficiaries 
would not apply for aid were there not existing necessities which would 
create undue hardships. In every case the students whom we help have 
expressed their appreciation for Synod’s help. 

Every request for financial aid has been carefully sana and at 
least the chairman had the privilege of visiting with each beneficiary, 
except the Philadelphia student, on the college or seminary campus dur- 
| . ing the academic year. These students are known by the committeemen — 
: ‘and by a large number of Pastors and laity throughout the Synod.

Other students preparing for full-time service, numbering perhaps 
seven or eight, are enrolled at Midland College and in the eastern 
seminaries. We have had little contact with most of these men, except 
as follows: Sophomore Vincent Nelson, Salina, is at Midland and holds 
f rich promise as a pastor.

The stewardship secretary’s activities during 1950 included the 
following: (1) Serving as a member of the C.H.E.Y. committee and 
circulating the film “The Difference” amonz the congregations of the 
Synod; (2) preparing and circulating the monthly newsletter that was 
sent to the pastors, and laymen whose names and addresses were sub-

The response of the Synod in matters pf stewhrddbip, on the whole, 
was very encouraging, when consideration is given to the new high 
level of the apportionment, the C.H.E.Y. appeal, and Lutheran World 
Action, all coming the same year. While the Synod did not reach its ap- 
portionment goa! in full, it reached a new high mark in giving. The mark 
of 96.3% was made on the apportionment, and 792% on Lutheran 
World Action. ‘Twenty-one congregations remitted their apportion- 
ments in full or excess, and 20 made their minimum L.W .A. goals. Sev- 
enteen did both. Several congregations went far beyond their minimum 
goals for both the apportionment and Lutheran World Action in order 
to help make up for churches that were having difficulty in reaching 
their goals. However, several other congregations showed glaring weak- 
nesses in their stewardship programs by failing to measure up at all in 
accordance with either their past standards of giving ¢ or the average of

Displaced Persons Report 


Resettlement of Displaced Persons under the auspiées of the Luth- 
eran Resettlement Service of the National Lutheran Council] continued 
at a commendable rate during 1950. By the end of November, the 
N.L.C. had sent abroad 20,728 assurances, and a total. of 22,332 Dis- 
placed Persons had actually arrived in the United States. 

As of December 31st; 251 families, including 346 adults and 147 
children, had been resettled in the Kansas-Oklahoma- Missouri district. 
We have not been able to secure accurate aye for the [erties of this 
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total that have been resettled through the efforts of our Kansas Synod _ 


pastors and churches, but our U.L.C.A. parishes have been active on 
behalf of the Displaced Persons, notably in the Tulsa and Okighoms & 


City areas. 


The Resettlement Program has. lately operated chiefly ssa the | 
Dossier system, whereby efforts have been made to re-settle six to ten | 


thousand DPs by specific nomination of families on the basis of person- 
alized case histories (dossiers). Assurances for twenty-five of these | 
families have been filed so far (Feb. 1, 1951), through our district office | 
at Winfield, Kansas, 411 Park, the Rev. S. G. Widiger, Executive Sec- 
retary. Resettlement efforts are also being made on behalf of refugees — 


of Ethnic German origin, though many difficulties are being encount- | 


ered in establishing their eligibility under the present law. By Novem- | 
ber, the N.L.C. had on file 242 assurances, nominated and unnominated, | 
for refugees in this category. With a staff of 85 persons, the N. L,C. has | 
set up a budget request for 1951 of 1,145,095 to continue its resettle- 
ment program. Your regional committee will continue to give all pos- 
sible assistance in the pursuance of this program, and it unges all pas- 
tors and congregations to be alert to resettlement opportunities in their 
own parishes.

Work 

By action of the United Lutheran Church in convention at Des 
Moines, the two training centers of Baltimore and Philadelphia are now 
recognized as professional schools on the undergraduate level for women 
church workers. The Baltimore school specializes in parish and church 
secretarial work, the Philadelphia school in health and welfare work. 
Where professional training on a graduate level is needed the deaconess 
students are sent, and other young women are advised to enter a zrad- 
uate professional school after at least a year in the Mother-House 
school for spiritual development and basic courses in the field of religion. 
Every applicant is screened by the Personnel Committee of the Deaco- 
ness Board. Your chairman refers you to the December issue of the 
Pastors’ Letter, 1950, for complete requisites for the five years of train- 
ing required. There are five basic requirements and outlined are eight 
fields of chosen work with the stated requirements of each. Give recog- 
nition to the work of the Deaconess during the stated month of June, 
use the publicity, interest some candidate from your congregation.

The Report of the Student Secretary 

The Annual Student Census, sponsored by the Board of ‘Education 

of the United Lutheran Church, was conducted in Septentber, 1950. 
Thirty-two Congregations of the Kansas Synod responded, The total 
number of Students reported was 266 or a decrease of 27. The number 
of Men Students was 163 and Women Students 108.
